A team in Alberta senior hockey i 
league entails a heavy expense, the j 
travelling expenses alone running into 
a large sum of money. It is estimated 
that the minimum amount required j 
this season to meet expenses lor the ' 
Coleman team will be $7,000. This * 
cannot be met from gate receipts, 1 
therefore a definite plan of raising 1 
money will have to be organized if 1 
Coleman is to continue in the league. 

Proposals have been made at various 
times that a general monthly sub¬ 
scription be given by all who are em¬ 
ployed in Coleman, 25c having been 
suggested. This, combined with ad¬ 
mission fees, would give the team a 
margin to work on, instead of being 
continually harassed by the knowledge 
that their financial status is always 
at a low ebb, causing considerable 
anxiety to the club executive. 

Most of the other teams in this 
league have an advantage over Can¬ 
adians, in artificial ice and financial 
support. Judging by the good sup¬ 
port given by the public to games here 
they are in favor of continuing a 
club in the senior league, and the 
monthly contribution from all would 
help to secure good players as well

"Distant pastures are always the greenest" and "Distance lends en¬ 
chantment to the view” are quotations which are frequently used to ex¬ 
press the thought that It is a common human failing to believe that be¬ 
cause something is far away it must be better than somehing analogous 
close a hand and that, therefore, that which is difficult of attainment must 
necessarily be more desirable than that which can be easily reached. 

The adage is somewhat akin to the oft quoted declaration that “a! 
prophet is not without honor, save in his own country and in his own 
home," and the same idea is contained in the moral of the fable about the 
rainbow and the pot of gold at the foot its arc. 

The principle enunciated In these fallacies is the antithesis of the be¬ 
lief of those who subscribe to the doctrine that there are opportunities all 
around us were we but to open our eyes and discern them. 

It is surprising how many people, consciously or unconsciously, agree 
with the impression that the best must be remote and conversely that the 
home product cannot possibly be so worthy. 

How often, for example, one sees the spectacle of people flocking in 
large numbers and paying substantial fees to hear the visiting virtuoso 
from foreign lands and almost ignore home talent which may be compar¬ 
able in worth and be capable of giving as great enjoyment. How frequently 
are people prone to lionize and laud statesmen, philosophers, scientists, lit- 
erateurs, lecturers and leaders of thought if they can claim some other 
country as their native heath and belittle and even sneer at their own. 

And so it is in all spheres, walks and activities of life. If it is of 
alien origin or distant it must be good, but if it is native or nigh .it is 
something to be deprecated or slighted. 


Winnipeg Toosortal Artist Recalls 
Early Days In The West 

Edgar Doerr, barber at Winnipeg' 
for 50 years, claims customers of the 
early days were more easily satisfied 
than those of the present day- 
cepting of course, the old-timer with 
the handle-bar mbustache, which had 
to be trimmed just so—or else.

Rogers, who discovered the pass in 
1881 through the Rocky Mountains 
now known as Rogers Pass, which 
completed the line from east to west 
through the mountains on the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Railway.

A Fortune In Tree* 


Black Walnut Grove Valued At A 
Million Dollars 

Sir William Mulock, former Chief] 
Justice of Ontario, is a lover of trees. 
His devotion to them has made him 
a millionaire, quite apart from his 
other investments. Nor did he cre¬ 
ate this fortune by slashing down 
forests denuding land of its wealth 
in timber. He made it by the re¬ 
verse process, by the planting of 
trees. 

At his summer home 30 miles 
north of Toronto, Sir William has 
black walnut grove which is valued 
at $1,000,000. Threo decades ago the 
trees were but sapplings. Now they 


Here And There 

In the matter of higher education, for instance, it would be interesting 
to know why a number of westerners who are able to give their si 
daughters a college education deem it necessary or advisable to send their 
offspring to eastern universities or institutions in the United States or 
overeas, when the colleges of Western Canada are just as good and in some 1 

respects better. . . 

There is abundant evidence in support of this contention, available j are quite good sized, and boirnd to] 
from students who have gone Outside the Canadian west to secure degrees 1 * “ 

which could have been obtained in their home, or adjoining, province and 
from parents of such students. Their comparisons frequently confirm the 
statement that they could have done just as well, or even better, had they 1 
taken their courses and graduated at home and. of course, at less expense. 

There is a freshness and virility in the atmosphere of Wstern Cana¬ 
dian universities entirely absent from those older established institutions 
of learning in the east and in other countries. Moreover, they are more 
up to date in many respects and the courses they offer are more appro¬ 
priate to the probable conditions and circumstances which will surround 
their students after graduation, when they are thrown upon their own re¬ 
source® to make a living for themselves. 

Further than this, there appears to be a greater incentive among the 
students to work and to think for themselves in Western Canada uni¬ 
versities than in similar institutions elsewhere, partly due no doubt to their 
environment, the high standards that are set, the calibre of the teaching] 
staff and the earnest outlook on life which is the natural heritage of youth 
who have been reared under the spartan pioneering conditions which exist 
in a young country. 

In many of the universities elsewhere, there is a tendency to draw 
class distinctions more rigidly than in Western Canada, leading in the direc¬ 
tion of the development of a spirit of snobbery from which the West, fortu¬ 
nately, is comparatively free. Moreover, distractions which tend to en¬ 
courage students to fritter away much of their time in frivolous pursuits 
are less abundant in university centres in Western Canada than in some of 
the larger centres in the east and abroad. 

While in the United States there are many universities whose graduates 
have achieved a high educational standard within their walls, on the other 
hand, there are many whose standards are very low and where even the! 
best and most earnest students are not so well equipped after graduation to 
compete on equal terms with the products of home institutions in highly 
competitive fields of endeavor. 


SI i Nations Indian Tribe Would 
Honor King George 
King George VI. may be initiated 
into a lineage of rules older even 
than the Monarchy of England when 
he visits Canada next summer. Plans 
to confer a chieftainship in Canada's 
Six Nations Indian tribe upon the 
King are being considered by the 
Toronto Indian Council. 

Dr. J. J. Sussmuth, assistant Sa¬ 
chem of the Council, said the honor 
will be conferred upon King George 
tf the Royal itinerary permits. If 
possible, the ceremdny will be held 
on the Six Nations Reserve at Osh- 
weken. near Brantford. If not, the 
Indians will come to Toronto and go| 
through the ancient ritual. 

The ceremony will be identical 
with that by which the Indians hon-] 
ored their rulers long before white 
man ever set foot in Canada. The 
procedure was almost universal 
among them, and varied but little] 
among the different tribes, Dr. Sus¬ 
smuth said. 

The plan was suggested by Sing-j 
ing Lark, an adopted member of the 
Six Nations. Singing Lark’s Cana¬ 
dian name is Ivy Melrson and she is 
a member of the Council. 

The name by which King George 
will be adopted into the Six Nations] 
will be kept secret until the 
mony. When the Indians of ancient 
legend honored a mighty warrior 
great hunter, the bestowed name was 
similarly secret until the ceremony. 

An Indian guard of honor for the 
Sovereigns has also been suggested. 
If plans mature, the escort will be 
attired in the plumed headdress and 
colorfully-decorated garments fam¬ 
iliar to Champlain and LaSalle. 

The Toronto Indian Council is an 
organization devoted to improving] 
the cultural and economic position of 
the Canadian Indians. Its sachem 
president is a full-blooded Dela¬ 
ware Indian named Big White Owl, 
and its medicine man is a Mohawk 
named Grey Eagle. 

The Council, Dr. Sussmuth said, 
has approval and co-operation of the 
Dominion Government, and Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King is a 
ber.

The editorial office of each daily 
newspaper in Czecho-Slovakia has a 
censor who will determine what is] 
fit for publication. Since the Sep-' 
tember crisis newspapers have been 
compelled to submit their finished 
editions for censorship before they 
could be issued on the streets, placed 
in mails or delivered to homes. The 
censor had only two hours in which 
to decide what could be published 
and what not and new matter could 
not be set into type and approved. 
That meant that many white spots 
appeared in the newspapers where 
material had been deleted at the last 
moment. Censors henceforth attach¬ 
ed to editorial offices will see every] 
piece of copy in the making and will 
pronounce their judgment immedi¬ 
ately.

'Political bludgeoning of business 
in the United States was contrasted 
with "the respect Canadians have for 
the business man,” by W. J. Cameron 
Duartem, Mich., in on address to 
the Canadian Club at Ottawa. 

The Canadian Government, he said 
was not trying to jam the "King¬ 
dom of Heaven" through Parliament. 
The speaker compared this to the 
“experiences” attempted in the past 
few years to jack up business in the 
Republic. 

Mr. Cameron, turning to the Euro¬ 
pean scene, recalled the September 
crisis. For what peace there was 
in the world to-day the United 
States people thanked the British 
and Czecho-Slovakian peoples. 

“Both were stripped." he said, 
in a way that seemed to open to the 
gaze of all the innate nobility of 
both." 

He traced the momentous events 
of the crisis, and placed the Berlin 
speech of Hitler against the address 
delivered in London next day by 
Premier Chamberlain. That of the 
German' dictator was “the very 
essence of vulgarity hoisted to 
power,” said Mr. Cameron, while the j 
words of the British Premier were 
full of honesty, courage and sincer¬ 
ity. 

With a small group, which in¬ 
cluded Henry Ford, the motor mag¬ 
nate, he had listened to both ad¬ 
dresses. At the conclusion of the 
British Prime Minister’s, Mr. Ford 
had commented; “Do you wonder 
why the British rule the world?”

NOTES AND COMMENTS 


A NEW YEAR opens. What is the 
program for local improvements? 
This question will occupy the atten¬ 
tion of the town council following the 
election for councillors in February 
to fill vacancies caused by the three 
whose terms expire. 

THE COUNCIL has a limited rev¬ 
enue of not more than $16,000 an¬ 
nually to meet all expenses of im¬ 
provements, maintenance, policing, 
lighting of streets, relief to unem¬ 
ployed and payment of office salary. 
Nobody can dispute the fact that un¬ 
der the present mayor’s administra¬ 
tion, there has been far more value 
received in improvements for the 
money expended than ever before. 
Unemployment relief costs have been 
kept down through the necessary and 
useful work provided for men who 
otherwise would have been a direct 
burden of cost on the ratepayers. 
Even at that, with all the care pos¬ 
sible exercised, a considerable slice 
of taxpayers’ money is paid out in 
supplies for relief recipients, as 
shown by the monthly accounts. 

DURING the year there was an 
increase in school taxes. The school 
district requires about three times as 
much revenue as the town council. 
Some have asked if a reduction in 
taxation could be made. In school re¬ 
quirements it is not likely, judging 
from the experience of the trustees 
in fixing the 1938 assessment and the 
appeals which followed. Neither can 
it be accomplished for town purposes. 
Even were it reduced by one or two 
mills, the amount is so small to the 
average ratepayer that it makes very 
little difference to his annual expen¬ 
ditures, while it would mean the dif¬ 
ference to the town of paying its way 
and maintaining a fair standard of 
improvements or allowing the streets 
to go without repairs. It must be re¬ 
membered that for a town of approx¬ 
imately 4,000 people, town taxation 
is comparatively light. Of course, 
part of that 4,000 do not pay taxes to 
the council, as they live outside of the 
incorporated area, but they enjoy the 
use of the facilities provided by the 
taxpayers of the incorporated area,] 
which fact has sometimes raised the 
point of the advisability of extending 
the incorporated area to include the 
outside area. 

SOMJE DOUBT has been expressed 
by Mayor Pattinson if he would con¬ 
tinue to fill the chair as head of the 
council. It would be difficult to find 
a successor who would give as much 
of his own time and energy in the 
ratepayers’ interest. Serving the pub¬ 
lic is one of the jobs the only reward 
for which is the satisfaction one has 
of having assumed his share of re¬ 
sponsibility as a citizen who desires 
to contribute to thfe progress and wel¬ 
fare of the town in which he lives. 
Criticism is freely made, ofttimes un¬ 
fairly, of those who fill the offices of 
municipal administrators. One can 
become weary of well-doing, partic¬ 
ularly if he does not receive the sup¬ 
port and co-operation of colleagues on 
a council or administrative board, and 
times Mayor Pattinson has ex¬ 
pressed a desire to be relieved of the 
responsibility after having served for 
eighteen years as councillor v and 
mayor. 

IT IS The Journal’s opinion that 
his policies have found favor with the 
majority of ratepayers, for the record 
is evidence of economical administra¬ 
tion. Ratepayers’ money can very 
quickly be dissipated without receiv¬ 
ing value if a close watch is not ex¬ 
ercised on the details of expenditures 
and the cost of local improvements.

THE HOLIDAY season passed off 
without any untoward incidents to 
mar the occasion. On Christmas Eve 
some individuals became noisy and 
objectionable through having had too 
much of the cup that “jeers,” making 
it necessary for some restaurants to 
close long before the usual hour to 
avoid disturbance and damage in their 
premises. That is one of the draw¬ 
backs to uncontrolled drinking of 
liquor by people who lose all sense of 
decency after imbibing a few drinks 
of intoxicating liquor. They become 
a most objectionable nuisance, which 
is the least one can say. 

THE TOWN council has the power 
to curtail nuisances such as this, as 
demonstrated when they com¬ 
pelled the bars to close on pay-days 
for two hours during the middle of the 
day on several occasions. Complaints 
from wives who saw their husbands’ 
earnings being squandered, caused the 
council to take action to break up 
some of the all-day parties which 
would meet in the beer parlors. Added 
to that was the disturbances which 
would occur on the streets from lack 
of control of those who didn’t know 
when to stop drinking. If the licen¬ 
sees of hotels in any place, n o matter 
if it be here or" elsewhere, wish to 
avoid the onslaughts of temperance 
forces to place more restrictions on 
the licensed trade, then they must see 
that they do their part to minimize 
these disturbances. The government 
is a partner in the business, and must 
necessarily take its share of criticism 
if the provisions of the liquor licens¬ 
ing laws are not closely adhered to. 
Of course, there is plenty of drinking 
from bottles of spirituous liquors sold 
at government^tores, for which ho¬ 
tel keepers cannot be held responsible. 
But the point is, if the liquor trade 
wishes to retain its privileges, it must 
hew to the line. A tide of public 
opinion can exert a wide and powerful 
influence when aroused. 

A BRIGHT SPOT in Christmas fes¬ 
tivities for several years is the treat 
and theatre party given by the Elks’ 
lodge. In addition they supply ham¬ 
pers to worthy people to make Christ¬ 
mas more cheerful. Approximately 
$200 is used from their funds for this 
purpose, and all will agree that it is 
spent in a very commendable spirit] 
of real service. An organization such 
as this justifies its existence by the 
good work it renders in the commun¬ 
ity, so that all will join in wishing 
more power to the Elks’ lodge, the 
big “Brother Bills” of the town.

Manitoba has captured the Do¬ 
minion crown eight times and Al¬ 
berta twice. With only eight rinks 
competing and these not truly inter¬ 
provincial as they are now, Nova 
Scotia managed to win the first Mac¬ 
donald’s Brier Tankard playdown. In 
1935, Ontario took the same honors. 

Alberta’s victories of 1933 and 
1937 were the only other breaks In 
the domination of Manitoba curlers. 

Right now In hundreds of western 
curling clubs, literally thousands of 
curlers are starting their annual 
"gunning” for the provincial British 
Consols Trophies which in Manitoba, 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and British 
Columbia represent the championship] 
of the province and the trip to the 
Toronto playdowns for the Macdon¬ 
alds Brier Tankard. 

Saskatchewan, with its more than 
400 curling clubs and estimated curl¬ 
ing “population” in excess of 40,000, 
is the greatest curling province in 
the Dominion. This year, Saskatche¬ 
wan will determine its provincial 
championship British Consols win¬ 
ner, and entry for Dominion honors 
by the district system. The province 
has been divided into 28 districts— 
14 in the north and 14 in the south. 
The purpose of these localized play¬ 
downs is to give to every curling 
club in the province equal chance at 
the Provincial Championship and the 
trip to the East as guests of the 
Macdonald Tobacco Company, donors 
of the British Consols Trophies and 
the Macdonald’s Brier Tankard. The 
Saskatchewan move is typical of the 
changes which have come into curl¬ 
ing as an organized sport since the 
inauguration of the Dominion play¬ 
downs. In the 12 years that the Do¬ 
minion Competition has been staged 
in Toronto, there has been an evolu- 
tio in curling ideas and in the con¬ 
duct of the game as well as in the 
method of actual play. 

Alberta has followed the lead of 
Saskatchewan In arranging to play- 
down its British Consols events for! 
the Provincial Championship in dis¬ 
tricts. The Alberta branch, centring 
at Calgary, and the Alberta Curling 
Association, centring at Edmonton, 
have worked out an entirely new dis¬ 
trict playdown system whereby every | 
member rink in the two associations 
will have an opportunity of trying | 
conclusions for those preliminary 
events leading up to the Provincial 
championship. 

The new arrangement, perfected 
by the Alberta Association, will carry 
as far north as the Peace River Block | 
territory and it Is expected that for 
the first time In curling history, the 
Grande Prairie and B.C, Peace River 
Block section will have an opportun¬ 
ity of sending down a rink to enter 
the Alberta preliminaries. 

Although actually In competition 
since 1927, it was only in 1986 that 
every province of the Dominion was 
represented at the playdown for the 
Macdonald’s Brier Tankard. Ten 
rinks compete In this classic, the only 
one of its kind in the world and in¬ 
cidentally the only sports endeavour 
In Canada where every single prov¬ 
ince is on a parity and Is the equal¬ 
ity of representation. Every province 
of the Dominion, represented by its 
championship -rink, meeting on the 
grounds of absolute equality and 
bringing In the wake of that meeting 
a greater and more far reaching 
Canadlanlsm than Is possible in any 
other sporting competition. This was 
the main object of the start of inter- 
provincial play and that It has been 


natural ice of their home rinks. Such 
has proved to be a fallacy. Although 
the Halifax Club, from which the 
1927 champions came, now has arti¬ 
ficial ice, there was no such thing in, 
1927 and even the Ontario champions 
of 1935 had not been accustomed to I 
artificial ice before they walked off 
with the Dominion honors. Curling 
has always been called a “slippery 
game” and it would seem that ice 
“cuts” very little figure in the actual 
playdowns when the Dominion title 
at stake. 

There was only one western rink— 
Saskatchewan—in the 1927 “show". 
Saskatchewan played off with Mani¬ 
toba for the fight to represent the 
western provinces. The following year 
(1928) Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta were all represented. Since 
that time and up to 1936 when the 
fourth western rink (British Colum¬ 
bia) came into the picture, the 
Prairies have dominated the picture 
in the Dominion joust. 

Curling history was written ... 
large letters in ’27 and it seems only 
fair to assume that the new system 
being employed in Saskatchewan to 
determine its British Consols winner 
will have a far reaching effect across 
the whole country. Continuous de¬ 
velopment of the Dominion play has 
centred the interest in the manner 
of selection of the provincial cham¬ 
pionship rinks which vie with each 
other for Dominion ranking. Every 
province has strengthened up its 
measures and means of selection. In 
1928, Ontario opened the ball by 
dividing its territory into eight dis¬ 
tricts with playdowns in each, the! 
finalists meeting to determine which 
rink would represent the Ontario 
Curling Association and the Province 
of Ontario. 

In Alberta with its two associations 
■—The Alberta Branch and the Al¬ 
berta Association—there have always 
been inter-association playdowns al¬ 
ternating between Calgary and Ed¬ 
monton to determine which rink would 
represent Alberta. Saskatchewan, 
with its aassociation bonspiels in Re¬ 
gina and Saskatoon, has followed a 
similar “north versus south” playoff 
to select its champion winner. North¬ 
ern Ontario does the same. The win¬ 
ners of the British Consols events at 
the Northern Ontario Association 
meeting the similar British Consols 
winners from the Temiskaming & 
Northern Ontario inter-association 
playoff to determine the right to rep¬ 
resent “Northern Ontario” in the 
finals. 

Prince Edward Island, the tiniest 
of Canadian Provinces, came into the 
picture in 1936. It too has its pro¬ 
vincial British Consols competition to 
determine the Island’s entry. British 
Columbia joined the other provincial 
entries in 1936 also. It is expected 
that the British Columbia Curling 
Association will throw open its Bri¬ 
tish Consols competition to take in 
some of the other groups of curlers 
throughout that province where cli¬ 
matic conditions make curling very 
different from the Prairies. At the 
coast, artificial ice is almost essential 
If the curlers are to have an oppor-

To P' ter Jesus’ words seemed a 
contradiction of his claim to Messiah- 
ship and he took Jesus as’de and be¬ 
gan to rebuke him. "Be it far from 
thee rGod forb'd!] Lord: this shall 
never be unto thee,” he said. Peter 
was plavlng the tempter's part. The 
sharp rebuke which sprang to the 
lips of his Lord, shows the intensity 
of the latter’s emotion: “Get behind 
me. you Satan! Your outlook is not 
God’s, but man’s.” (Moffatt's trans¬ 
lation).

ELIMINATE DIPHTHERIA 

Dr. L. M. Morton, in the Canadian 
Public Health Journal for October, 
1938, relates his experience in the 
use of diphtheria toxoid for the con¬ 
trol of diphtheria in Yarmouth, Nova 
Scotia. 

Yarmouth was early In the field of 
toxoid Immunization. Dr. Morton, 
who became medical officer of health 
of Yarmouth in 1928 was fresh from 
study in Johns Hopkins. His ex¬ 
perience in Baltimore taught him the 
importance of immunization against 
diphtheria so he approached the 
Town Council in 1929, and explained 
the subject. He met with a very cold 
reception. Ono of the members of 
the council, a doctor, declared im¬ 
munization was in the experimental 
stage, that it was dangerous and un¬ 
safe. Three months later, in May 
1929, the town had an epidemic of 
diphtheria. In the four succeeding 
months there were 60 cases with two 
deaths and two laryngeal cases saved 
only by tracheotomy. 

Dr. Morton, grasped the opportun¬ 
ity. He was allowed to proceed with 
his experiment provided no additional 
money was spent. He began his 
campaign in August of the same 
year. The local press assisted by 
publishing articles written by the 
medical officer detailing the serious¬ 
ness of the malady and extolling the 
virtues of diphtheria toxoid. A life 
insurance company secured and loan¬ 
ed a film on diphtheria which was 
shown free of charge by the local 
theatre. The company’s agents car¬ 
ried literature on the subject into 
the homes they visited. Consent slips 
were distributed to all school chil¬ 
dren to be taken home for the par¬ 
ent’s signature. With the aid of the 
district health nurse a Saturday 
morning clinic was established at the 
Health Centre. Careful records were 
kept. During the months of August 
and September 495 children received 
full Immunization. This work has 
since then been carried on by suc¬ 
cessive medical officers and not a 
single case has developed in a child 
who had three doses of toxoid. Dr. 
Morton proudly points out the fact 
that diphtheria is a rarity in Yar- 
muth. Only one case was reported 
in 1937.
